HOW THE DAY OPENED. 

New Yors, Thureday, Oct. —The 
la’s epecial correspondent with Sheridan 
the 19tb, sends the following: (Your ag-nt 
ie indebted to publishers for advance slips.) 

On every morning of the present week but 
this, the troops have been in readiness at 
caybresak for an attack, which informatien 
furnusbed by our scouts led us to expect. 
A precaution which has proved necessary 
before was, for some reason, omitted tile 
mormng the apprehensions of anotoer at- 
tack huvimg died away. The army wes 
posted along the north of Cedar Raa, 
the arwy of Western Virginia on the left on 
the Wimebester and Strasburg pike, the ex- 
treme left resting on the Shenandoah 
1th Corpse on centre or right of pike, 
6th Corpson thermgbht.
